ORDER 

As per the G. O. read as 1st paper above sanction was accorded for the 
formation of a new department by name ‘Environment Department’ by delinking 
the subject Environment from the Science, Technology and Environment 
Department. As per the Government Order read as second paper above 
sanction was accorded to set up an Environment Management Agency and to 
create the 7 posts for the purpose to be filled up on deputation basis. As per 
the G. O. read as 3rd paper above Government have prescribed the qualifications 
and mode of appointments to the categories of posts in Environment 
Management Agency, Kerala. The Director, Environment Management Agency, 
Kerala in his letter read as 4th paper above has forwarded a proposal for the 
formation of Directorate of Environment. 

Government have examined the matter in detail and are pleased to sanction 
the formation of a new department called Department of Environment and 
Climate Change under Environment Department. 
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The newly created Directorate of Environment and Climate Change shall 
deal with the following subjects: 

1. Take up State Level Environmental Development Programmes and 
implement them in collaboration with appropriate agencies. 

2. Take up State Level Developmental Programmes (Plan, Non-plan, 
Externally Aided, Centrally Sponsored Schemes etc.). 

3. Activities related to National Action Plan on Climate Change. 

4. Exercise administrative control of all environmentally related institutes 
being established in the State. 

5. Investigate and take appropriate action on complaints related to 
Environment (protection) Act, 1986. 

6. Conduct environmental appraisal at planning level related to the 
development schemes of the State Government. 

7. Scrutinize the environment related proposals prepared by Government/ 
non-Governmental organizations. 

8. Involve in various environmental technology activities of Local Self 
Government Institutions, information on environmental technologies and develop 
a database system. 

9. The Department shall also be the Nodal Department to co-ordinate with 
other departments on matters related with Environment, awareness generation. 
Climate Change Management etc. 

The existing Environment Management Agency, Kerala is declared as the 
Directorate of Environment and Climate Change with the following staff pattern 
on condition that all appointments, except to the category of Director, shall be 
initially made (till the formalities for appointments through Public Service 
Commission is completed), either by deputation or redeployment from other 
agencies; with prior approval of Government and in-case these are not feasible, 
applications shall be invited through open advertisements in print media and 
appointment thereto shall be made only after seeking prior approval of 
Government.
